AND TEE PLAGUE, 
: Shanghai, April 16, 

Thero is, all experience shows, a very 
marked difftrence iu character between an 
epidemio on its onward marsh, and the same 
direnye when it hos receivid any decided 
cheolt, and tua become epuradic.: ‘There ie 
also a great distinction between the ordinary 
ondamio condition of certain diavases, whon 
the tendenay to spread ia limited or practi- 
eally extinct, and the epidemic, when the 
zame disease is exoited to unwanted energy, 
aud, like o awarm of locusts impelled by 
somo festinot of advance, swoops!over all 
barriers placed*in its way. The Sanitary 
Board at Hongkong lust year did some use- 
ful eervive in combatting the Plagua ; failure 
lo recognise the distinotions painted out 
above has this year caused its members to 
jose their heads, ead the opportunity bas 
been seized by the jealousy of other Powers 
and other purts to infliot as much injury uo 
pessible on tho trade of the Colony, That 
Plugue ino virulent form was prosent io 
Hongkong *lowt year was an- unfortunate 
fact, whioh was taken advantage of by her 
peifiboura to infliot all the ahsurditics -of 
quarantine, and we had cxperienca of all 
the old jargon’ of Medical Europe, Billa of 
Health, -Pratique, ote,, eto, The fussy lite 
Ue Japanese, ever anxious to have an oppor- 
tunity of aesertiog big own supreme import~ 
ance, was, of couree, tho firat offender, but 
he was fullowed by others with equally re- 
trogressive ideas—Ruseia at Viadivostoolr, - 
Spaia at Manila, ete, That Frunce at Saigon, 
blown up with the idea that the port on the 
Donnai has vo futuro bofore it, and oan 
afford to snub Hongkong, should follow waa, 
of course, uoly io the nature of things, 
Singapore, where quarantino fads etill aro 
current, justified the othera by the obétrua- 
tion she pluced on intercourse with Hong- 
kong. This was, however, in 1895, when the 
disease though nut specially “violent, aa was 
shown by the immunlty of the European 
population, was certainly epidemic. Now, 
1) is a well-marked feature of epjdemics 
that, after beiag prevalent for a time, they 
should under, like ciroumstaccas’ and in 
similar climatio conditions ugain break out 
in a sporadio form. The disease, probably 
through the survival of -the germa, becomes 
fora time endemic, but the virulence of the 
gorm hus-a tendenoy to die out, This 
gradual alternation was one of the great dis- 
ooverics of Pasteur, and is in fact the funda- 
mental principle of all preventive treatment, 
As was to be anticipated, Plague iu this 
modified form hag-this season been to a cor- 
tain extent endemic in Hongkong, and 
possibly may-be for another year or two, but 
thie form of disease may always, with due 
precautions, be kept locally under control, 
and ig not a soureo of cxtercal danger in this 
form. It ig not asserted that it may not ba. 
come daugerous by diligent cultivation, 
That, in foot, is the great dangor of quaran- 
tine, which by crowding together in a nar- 
ruw space a number of human beings subject 
to the exciting cause of zymotia disease, may 
actually act as  foroing-bed und oultivote 
to virulence the disease germs, Now, if we 
look from time to time at the official returas 
from Hongkong, it is easy to perceive that 
Plague there hus ossumed this secondary 
stage. The rate of 8 per 1000 annually is suffi- 
ciently slurtling, a6 far as Huug koug itself is 
concerned, and needa all the looal Sanitar: 
Board, now that the diaease has sbrual 
within manageable limits, to stamp it out, 
But, although the disease may logally be 
dangerous, it bua ceased to be a source of

A Dopartmental report isaued by the 
United States contains the following pata-

Consul Stephan then proceode to quo 
largely from a report of the Austrian Con- 
sul-Genoral in Shanghai on ‘ European Saw= 
ing Thread in China,’ which has beoume, in 
the course of. years, @ necossary article of 
uap for the Chinese, has acquired a great 
importanoso in the foreign trade of that coun- 
try and promises for the futore atlll greater 
extonsion, Thies extension will, however, 
probably benefit Belgium firat and Germany 
next; English thread hold the field alune for 
many yoars ten yeara ogo. Belgium ontered 
the liste, and being cheaper, though far in~ 
ferior {o the English goods, almuat th 
half. of the southern requirements is now 
furnished by hor, oud in the uorth the im- 
portation of her goods ia being constantly 
Inoreased, And yet the Chinaman is uo 
thing if not conservative, We ‘holds with 
ineredibla teaacity to tha cammodity which 
has for yearé beon found good and tiseful. 
To introduce a conimodity with succoss 
among the Chinesoit is not ouly necessary to 
work for eoms years withaut uny profit, but 
it ia oleo extromely advisable to distribute 
numerous samples gratis, The importer here 
eveu engages Chinese for this parpose, whom, 
he onda into the interior to distribute the 
samples to the oongumers direotly, wherce 
upon the ogent trios to obtain orders. In 
this way, the attention of a largo number of 
Chinese. shopkeepers ix called to the. naw 
article; the small consumer will naturally 
ba glad to buy an artiélo made accessitile to 
him in thie way, ood itis ou aoknowtedged 
faot that to such o proceeding English thread 
owes its place in the great Chinese market.’ 

Finally it should bo borne in mind that 
the sale of now articles in China should only 
be placed in the hands of a singletfirm, well. 
acqooiated with the import trade, for tho ° 
Chinese will very soon take advantage of 
the offer of ona and-.the same article by 
several firms to beat down the prica, to the 
ultimate disudvantege of the manufacturer, 
And it must further be taken into conaidera- 
tion, weare told, that o newly introduced 
article oan in no caso count upon obtaining 
the market prices of Coates, ovon if tho now 
commodity ig equal or superior to that of 
Contes, Tho Belgian and Germaa articles 
alroady intraducod are actually quoted at 5 
to 10 per oent. cheaper, according to quality, 
than those of Coates, However, there scoms 
to be no doubt that tho article atill offers a 
gain for the manufacturer, for it ia well- 
known that tho Coates firm are introdaciog 
their goods under other names, and there.’ 
fore, at lower prices, simply in order to mech 
the Belgian compotition.
